The Chief Executive W ill Outline in 
Detail Ail That Has Passed Between 


Himself and President Huerta in the 
Effort to Secure Mediation of Mex­ 
ico’s Wrangle, and ’W ill 
Rely on 
World-Wide Support. 


Washington, Aug. 22.—In the Mex i­ 
can situation there have been vimi 
ant developments. 
President Wilson 
has » begun work on a message which 
he /will send to congress on Monday . 
In this he will outline in detail tjhejpro- 
posals submitted by this government 
to Huerta, the reply of the Mex ican 
president, and his own views on the 
Mex ican, situation. 
The sending of this message to con­ 
gress will represent a new tack by the 
president in his general plan to bring 
about a peaceful solution of the Mex i­ 
can troubles. It will be the beginning 
of an effort to bring to bear on Huerta 
the pressure of a world wide public 
opinion. 
What President Wilson has been un 
able to accomplish through diplomatic 
representations he hopes now to effect 
through the operation of international 
sentim ent Having had his mediation 
plan turned down flatly by the Mex i­ 
can president, Mr. Wilson will now 
give all the facts to the world and wait 
for the effect of its judgment upon 
Huerta. If the result is favorable the 
efforts of John Lind, the president’s 
special envoy , to bring about media­ 
tion will be renewed. 
Announcement of the president’s de­ 
termination to enter upon a campaign 
of publicity was regarded here as the 
most important development in the 
Mex ican situation that has come since 
Huerta £ iit in the hands of Mr. Lind 
his refnSih to accept the mediation 
proposals of the United States. 


A Flurry In the Senate. 


These developments at the White 
House came almost 
simultaneously 
with the introduction in the senate by 
Mr. Penrose of Pennsy lvania of a res­ 
olution authorizing the sending of 
American trooi>s into northern Mex ico 
to act as constabulary in the protec­ 
tion of American lives and property . 
Mr. Penrose proposed the appropria­ 
tion of $25,000,000 to enable the pres­ 
ident to carry out the purposes of the 
resolution. 
The Penrose resolution 
called forth a storm of protest in the 
senate from Republicans as well as 
Democrats, and was tabled. 
The installments of the Mex ican re­ 
ply 
to 
President 
Wu son’s 
peace 
plan have been translated from the 
cipher telegrams, and the president 
was 
enabled 
for 
the 
flFst 
time 
to form a definite opinion as to just 
how the situation stands. 
John Lind 
has cabled his belief that there re­ 
mained some hope for the ultimate 
suocess of the mediation plan, and the 
president let it be known that he had 
not abandoned his peaceful undertak­ 
ing. 
The foreign powers have almost 
unanimously 
accorded 
the 
United 
States their moral support in the try ­ 
ing out of the policy for peace through 
mediation. 
There has been a strong 
belief here In the last week that not 
only did the powers rtx ider Mr. Wilson 
their mon*l support, but had gone a 
step further and were really to be 
credited with prevailing upon Huerta 
through unofficial representations to 
receive Special Envoy Lind. 
The president feels that after he lias 
taken the would into his confidence by 
the publication of his message to con­ 
gress, he can rely upon a more cordial 
attitude on the part of the Mex ican 
public itself toward the American plan.

The Chief Executive Will Outline in 


Detail AH That Has Passed Between 
Himself and President Huerta in the 
Effort to Secure Mediation of Mex- 
ico's Wrangle, and 'Will Rely on 
Worid-Wrde Support. 


Washington, Aug. 22.—In the Mexi- 


can situation there have been4mpSpt- 
ant developments. President Wilson' 
hastbegtin work on a message which 
he/wiH send to congress on Monday. 
In this he will outline in detail thejpro- 
posals submitted by this government 
to Huerta, the reply of the Mexican 
president, and Tiis own views on the 
Mexican sitHation. 


The sending of this message to con- 


gress will represent a new tack by the 
president in his general plan to bring 
about a peaceful solution of the Mexi- 
can troubles. It will be the beginning 
of an effort to bring to bear on Huerta 
the pressure of a world-wide public 
opinion. 


What President Wilson has been un- 


able to accomplish through diplomatic 
representations he hopes now to effect 
through the operation of international 
sentiment Having had his mediation 
plan turned down flatly by the Mexi- 
can president, Mr. Wilson will now 
give all the facts to the world and wait 
for the effect of its judgment upon 
Huerta. If the-result is favorable the 
efforts of Join Lind, the president's 
special envoy, to bring about media- 
tion will be renewed. 


Announcement of the president's de- 


termination to enter upon a campaign 
of publicity was regarded here as the 
most important development in the 
Mexican sitHation that has come since 
Huerta put in the hands of Mr. Lind 
his refnsal to accept the mediation 
proposals of the United States. 


A Flurry In the Senate. 


These developments at the White 


House came almost simultaneously 
with the introduction in the senate by 
Mr. Penrose of Pennsylvania of a res- 
olution authorizing the sending of 
American troops into northern Mexico 
to act as constabulary in the protec- 
tion of American lives and property. 


Mr. Penrose proposed the appropria- 


tion of $25,000,000 to enable the pres- 
ident to carry out the purposes of the 
resolution. 
The Penrose resolutio_n 


called forth a storm of protest in the 
senate from Republicans as well as 
Democrats, and was tabled. 


The installments of the Mexican re- 


ply 
to 
President 
Wflson's 
peace 


plan have been translated from the 
cipher telegrams, and the president 
was 
enabled 
for 
the 
first 
time 


to form a definite opinion as to just 
how tho situation stands. John Lind 
has cabled his belief that there re- 
mained some hope for the ultimate 
success of the mediation plan, and the 
president let it be known that he had 
not abandoned his peaceful undertak- 
ing. 


Tie foreign powers have almost 


unanimously 
accorded 
the 
United 


States their moral support in the try- 
Ing out of the policy for peace through 
mediation. There has been a strong 
belief here in the last week that not 
only did the powers render Mr. Wilson 
their morql support, but had gone a 
step further and were really to be 
credited with prevailing upon Huerta 
through unofficial representations to 
receive Special Envoy Lind. 


The president feels that after he has 


taken the worid into his confidence by 
the publication of his message to con- 
gress, he can rely upon a more cordial 
attitude on the part of the Mexican 
public itself toward the American plan.

Dodds displayed a talent for laying 
out a battlefield and on that battle- 
field he marshalled two monster ar- 
mies and illustrated the battle that 
constantly rages in this 
state be- 


tween the forces of life and death. 


The occasion of his address was a 


public meeting held under the aus-_ 
pices of the Whit ley County Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis. 
"For centuries, Gen- 


eral Tuberculosis Bacillus has main- 
tained a great army of trained sol- 
diers.'' .stud Dr. Dodds. ''They have 
been tra'ined in the tactics of military 
life and have become expert sharp- 
shooters, mowing down the rich and 
poor, the young 
and old with 
a 


liearlessness that is truly appalling. 


"The main 
forces at 
his com- 


mand, the agencies he uses to further 
his ghastly purposes, are given to 
him by the enemy, ourselves, little 
suspecting that they are converted 
into heavv artillery which mows us 


other infant passes 
through .this

Meantime, New York's state officials 
have pitched their tent, so to speak, 
outside the Sherbrooke jail, where 
they'll stay, no doubt, until they get 
tired and march away home with emp- 
ty hands and pockets.

the president to send troops into Mex- 
ico, created astonishment here. Senor 
Gamhoa, the minister of foreign af- 
fairs, says this annouHcement is a dan- 
gerous one to print here, as the send- 
ing of American soldiers here under 
any circumstances would mean war be- 
tween the two countries. There is no 
way, he says, of sending troops which 
could be construed as a move friendly 
to Mexico, after alf the declarations 
which this country has made on sug- 
gestions of a like nature. 


The general opinion here is that 


Americans in Mexico will support 
Senor Gamboa in this stand, as they 
do not feel alarmed as to their safety 
and see no necessity for sending 
troops to protect them. If troops were 
sent, however, the effect would be ex- 
actly the contrary to that which is de- 
sired, as the arrival of the American 
soldiers would infuriate the now tran- 
quil populace and would be construed 
as intervention, 'Which would inevita- 
bly precipitate war. Senator Penrose's 
ideas are regarded by conservative 
Americans here as the most insane 
ones that have emanated from Wash- 
ington.
